GREETINGS  AND  APPRECIATION  TO  MY  BROTHERS  IN  AFRICA,  BOTH  THOSE 
WHO  BROKE  THEIR  RELATIONS  WITH  ISRAEL  AND  THOSE  WHO  DID  NOT.
